The St. Louis Candidate 
Captures the Big Ju- 
dicial Prize. 


All Efforts of the Oppo- 
sition to Break His 
Forces Fail. 


The Nomination Made on the Eighteenth

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., August 16.—Eight ballots 
were taken for Supreme Judge last night with- 
out material change in favor of any candidate, 
Barclay came out stronger than was expected, 
with Burgess close behind and Stratton and 
Dearmond well up towards the front. Barclay 
secured 196 votes on the first ballot, and at the 
adjournment after the eighth ballot had 188 
back of him. The adjournment was carried 
with a whoop amid the greatest confusion and 
wrangling. It waslo’clock before the tired 
and worn-out delegates got back 
to their hotels. They retired at 
once to their rooms, at least the 
majority of them did, some to sleep, others to 
canvass and work for their favorite candidate.

Itis now declared that 
the Scottish news agents, on whom notice of 
arrestinent have been served, have no money 
ofthe Tunes ln their hands, as they always 
pay in advance for copies of the Times ordered. 
If this isnot a mere subterfuge the Times is 
more fortunate in its dealings with the trade 
than any of its rivals. Anyway, these eva- 
sions are strange in view of the definite chal- 
lenge of the Times and Goschen’s declaration 
in his speech only last Saturday that Parnell 
dared not face a jury in Edinburgh, adding, 
amid the jeers of the Tory audience, the quo- 
tation, Dear old Edinburgh,’’ from Glad- 
stone's letter of 1886 congratulating the 
electors of that city on throwing Goschen out.

He hurriedly made | 
an investigation, and after hunting about for 
some time discovered an opening in the 
rocks which is known to the officials 
on the hill as the Eagle's Nest or ‘‘Eagle’s 
Rock.’’ He crawled through the hole, and.

who had esca rom school and two other 
* ters. ey attempted to escape but 
yan blocked the opening and held them all 
prisoners. He secured a large club and 
marched the youthful hermits in alone to the 
prison. They were locked up and later taken 


to court 

The four boys who had escaped were first 
—— — dward McCullough was the 
brightest one of the lot and did the talking. 
He said that after they had freed themselves 
they went at once to the cave, where thev hid 
tor four days. They bad taken a lot of bread 
and water with them and did not 4 hungry. 
When their supply was exhausted they went 
out one by one in the middle of the night and 
waiked to Kingsiand. Three of them secured 

itions with farmers to mind cows. 

hey got tired of their job, and with 
the little money they had made they came 
back to their cave. One night they became 
acquainted with the two new boys, whose 
names are John Juan, aged 15, and Joseph 
Jerold, aged 16. These boys said they stole 
things, andas they had no home they were 
invited to take a chair in the Eagle“e Nest. 
They did so gladly and afew nights later they 
took the boys to Schuetzen Park on a thieving 
expedition. They stole a lot ot tools. Some 
were sold the next day and some were found’ 
in the eave. The expeditions became very 

uent, althougn McCullough said that none 

of the four Snake Hill boysever took any- 
thing. They ong went along and helped 
carry the spoils. Judge Stilsing thought the 
boy was telling the truth and after severely 
lecturing the quartette sentenced them to 
Snake Hill for thirty days.

A GREAT OCEAN RACE 


Four Steamshipsto Start Next Saturday on 
Fast Trips.

New Lokk, August 16.—There will be a great 
race for Europe between four of the fast ocean 
steamers, beginning Saturday afternoon. La 
Bourgonne of the French line, sailing at 2 
o’clock, will lead the fleet of racers, followed 
by the Cunarder Umbria at 2:80 o'clock, the 
new Inman liner City of New York at 3 


Liverpool, ana the North German Lioyd’s 
Ems at4o’clock. The Umbria has been sur- 
passed only by the Etruria, which is 
now the fastest steamer on the ocean. 
The great speed which it is expected 
the City of New York will attain when 
her engines get in good working order, has 
raised a spirit of rivalry among the captains of 
the other vessels, and there is no doubt but 
that they will use all the steam they can con- 
sistent with safety, so as not to let the Inman 
liner pass them on the Atlantic. It is true that 
the captain of each steamer scouts the idea 
that they are going to race their new competi- 
tor, but there is more than ordinary interest 
manifested in figuring which one of the fleet 
will make the best record across, and it is 
even said that there is some money wagered 
on the contest. ° 

It is not generally known that when the Em- 
bria broke down off Fire Island t Saturday 
afternoon, after a quick run “across, the 
steamer La Bourgoyne was only a short dis- 
tante in her wake, ploughing at a great rate, 
trying to beat the Canarder to Quarantine. 
Capt. Franguel of the French steamer ad- 
mits that he was pushing his steamer. 
for all she was worth, and although 
he regretted the accident to the Umbria 
both his passengers and himeeif felt a little 
pardonable gratification when they passed 
the Cunarder and arrived at Quarantine far 
ahead of her. The Cunarder, Etruria, will 
sailfrom Liverpool on next Saturday. Her 
present record is 6 days 1 hour and 55 minutes, 
and if the veteran Commodore Cook of the City 
of New York does not succeed in breaking this 
record it will not be his fault. 


NO HOPE FOR DANNY LYONS.

NEw YORK, August 16.—A short, stout man 
with sunburnt features made his appearance 
atthe Tombs prison yesterday. He shook 
Warden Osborne’s hand, and the keepers 
gazed at him in awe as they opened the gates 
for him to pass through on his way to Danny 
Lyons’ cell. 

The new comer gave one look at Lyons and 
then appeared to be contented. He had 
sized up’’ Lyons, he said to one of the keep- 
ers as he led the way to the storage room on 
the top floor of the prison, where the gallows 
iskept. Lyons, however, had not seen this 
man, who, after inspecting the gallows, 
calmly remarked that ‘‘it would do.’’ 
He was about half an hour in the jail. 


He was Joe““ Atkinson, the hangman. He 
has cut the rope that lifts murderers off their 
feet and leaves them swinging in the air, for 
the past twenty years. He does nothing else 
fora living. He is also employed in other 
States as —— This will be the last exe- 
cution he will undertake, as he intends to give 
up the business to his son.

From Secretary Blaine*s Report to Congress in 1881. 

Owing to the different arrangements of 
the English and American tables of wages, 
it is dificult to give comparative analyses 
thereof which will show at a glance the differ- 
ence in the wages of the operatives of both 
countries. 

The wages of spinners and weavers in 
Lancashire and in Massachusetts, according to 
the foregoing statements, were as follows per 
week: 

Spinvers—English, $7.20 to $8.40 (master 
-gpinners running as high as $12); American, 
$7.07 to $10.30, 

Weavers—English, $3.84 to $6.84, snbject, 
at the date on which these rates were given, 
to a reduction of 10 per cent; American, $4.82 
to $8.78. 

The average wages of employes in the 
Massachusetts milié are as follows, according 
to the official returns: Men, $8.30; women, 
$5.62; male children, $8.11; female children, 
$8.08. According to Consul Shaw's report the 
average wages of the men employed in the 
Lancashire mills the Ist of January, 1850, were 
about $8 per week, subject to a reduction of 
10 per cent; women, from $8.30 to $4.30, sub- 
ject to a reduction of 10 per cent, 

The hours of labor in the Laneashire 
mills are fifty-six, in the Massachusetts mills 
sixty per week. The hours of labor in the 
mills in the other New England States, where 
the wages are generally less than in Massa- 
chusetts, are usually sixty-six to sixty-nine 
per week.
